which had been shown other manufac- 
turers who, like Havemeyer, caine to 
him with suggestions about the tariff 
bill and had been referred by him to 
the men who were making tho hill. The 
story that Mr. Carlisle called on tho 
committee on his own motion and in- 
sisted that a certain schedule for sugar 
should be adopted for the reason that 
the sugar trust had made liberal con- 
tribution to the Democratic funds ia de- 
nied emphatically by the Secretary.

SAN FRANCISUU, June 1.—Tho Cull 


Bays: 
Particulars Imve reached this 


city front a reputable source showing 
that 200 persons, reported to liavu boon 
killed iii one of the preliminary battiea 
about Santa Aim, Han Salvador, were 
not slaughtered by hullets, but were 
victims of one of the most horrible rail- 
road accidents ever recorded. On May 
3d President JSxeta went to the assist- 
ance of the city of Santa Ana, which 
was threatened uy the robots. Fifteen 
hundred men were placed on a special 
train which started for Saiita Ana. The 
insurgents, learning of the approach of 
the government troops, removed rails 
from the track on a steep grade several 
leajjueB fram Santa Ana. The tram 
rushed along at a high rate of speed and. 
eight cars were telescoped. Two hun- 
dred men were killed and 122 wounded. 
President ICzeta had a narrow escape.

The alleged libels were letters and 
circulars sent to agents of the Karl 
company, setting forth that the lirtn of 
Thacker Brothers had been attached in 
Southern California, and that the house 
was in bad shape financially.

A Break in the Missouri. 


ST. JOSRPII, Mo., June 1.—There is a 


break eight feet wide in tho rip-rap 
work at Bchnont bend of the Missouri, 
just west of this city. The river is ris- 
ing and serious damage will follow. 
This is the place where tho government 
spent several thousand dollars a few 
years ugo, ut which lime tho river 
threatened to cut through tho narrow 
neck of land and leave this city several 
miles from the channel. No steps have 
been taken to repair the break. 


A petition directed to tho grand jury

So 
fur it has received very few signatures, 
though it is hoped by Mr. White that 
when sufficiently circulated it will be 
signed by a considerable number of tax 
payers. 'Mr. White was seen by a KK- 
t'uiiMCAN reporter yesterday and ex- 
pressed himself aa follows concerning 
the petition: 
"There is such a petition being circu- 


lated, and it will be given to the grand 
jury as Boon as it is ready. Somu peo- 
ple appear afraid to sign it, but 1 have 
put my name down as have several oth- 
ers. 1 do not believe the case ought to 
Jie tried again. There is not sufficient 
evidence to convict, and another trial 
would be a useless expense. 


"It will ccet about $25,000 to try the 


cape in LOB Angelce. Say there will be 
175 witnesses at *10 each for car faro. 
This will make $3325. Vivo dollara 
each for sleepers raises the amount to 
$4200. Tho expense of each of these 
witnesses will bt- $2 u day, and aa the 
trial will last about thirty days, the total 
coat of maintenance of these witnesses 
will be $10,500, which, added to the 
mileage, amounts to $14,700.

With 
tho money it is intended to spuiul in 
this triii*. they coulil be fed and clothed, 
or it might servo HOIUU other useful pur- 
pose. They will not convict Heath down 
there; there is not one chance in a 
thousand that they will do so, and I 
don't think it right to put the county lo 
thin immense expense to gratify the 
ItlaeingaineB.

EQUAL 
SUFFRAGE. 


Arguments in Its .Favor—It Might 


Purify Politics. 


I'jDiToit Ki;rum.icAx :—Universal suf- 


rago is now one of the most prominent 


us 
before the people of the 


United States. It has already been 
ulouted in two states, and several more 
will aoon vote upon a constitutional 
imendment conferring the privilege of 
ballot upon women. Where equal rep- 
resentation has been in force it has re- 
suited in much good. Corruption has 
ceased to be so prevalent, u nd a better 
class of ollicials have been chosen. But 
Btill objection has been made to equal 
suffrage. It would be well to consider 
tho source of the objections, and the 
sordid motives which prompts them. 


In these days of political degeneracy, 


ivhen the success of political parties de- 
pends in a great measure upon the vote 
jf the lower element, and the ignorant 
are allowed the same voting privileges 
as the educated, proposed reform in that 
direction receives scant support from 
the club men,politicians and leaders. JA. 
man who baa been thrust into promi- 
nence or has been elected to a public 
oflice, is loath to give favor to anything 
which affects tho power of his political 
support. In all the large cities are 
thousands of ignorant voters, princi- 
pally foreigners, who obey the behests 
of political leaders. The lower strata of 
society are not capable to deal with pub- 
lic questions, and their listening to dif- 
ferent public speakers or demagogues 
leaves their minds in an unsettled and 
muddled condition. So it bus come to 
pass that, different nationalities gener- 
ally form into groups, and cast votes as 
their political leaders command. 


They are no small powerH. In New 


York and Chicago they are reckoned by 
the tens of thousands, and in San Fran- 
cisco and many other cities they consti- 
tute a strong factor in politics. They 
are much sought after, overtures are 
made to them, means honest and dis- 
honest ure employed to secure their 
favor. They are the Lane of good gov- 
ernment and a drawback lo our liberal 
elective franchise. As long as that clues 
is given the use of the ballot, we will 
continue to hear frequently of political 
combinations and corruptijn. 


The ancient and original idea was that 


tho privilege of voting could be bestowed 
only on property owners with a certain 
income. They represented tho best 
stock in the country, and were true 
representatives. The trainers of our 
federal constitution gave that franchise 
to all who had the native or residentiary 
qualifications. But at the present time 
we live in a different world, witli differ- 
ent HurroundingH, and with dillurent 
conditions to contend witli. Past ef- 
forts to give a hiulicr tono to the gen- 
eral electors have made but little prog- 
rcaa. What is tho remedy to adopt 
that will elevate our present system 
nd free it from obnoxious elements? 
The amendment voted upon at the last 


election that every voter must bo able 
to read and wrlto was u good beginning 
toward that end. That was a founda- 
tion for purer polities. But included in 
that 
step 
toward improvement 
IB 


woman's ttttlfrngc, to ho subjected to the

voters. And why not? Are they not 
well educated and capable? They are 
patriotic and have ability. 
They are 


interested in the commonwealth, and 
are n great factor in the promotion of 
education and culiurn. 


In times of old women were held in the

Though respected, they wore not allowed 
to hold properly, but were in turn tho 
chattel property of 
tlii'tr huuhandf. 


This is a different ago; woman has ad- 
vanced equally with man, IB subject to 
tlio same lawn, and tho withholding of 
what should be u common privilege is 
not an act of justice. Did it ever occur 
to anyone that though women are own- 
era of considerable property and pay 
thousands 01 dollars of taxes, yet they 
are allowed no voico in the government 
she helps support? There is no sem- 
blance of justice in that. Laws are 
made by which filio is governed, hut she 
has no voice in tho framing. That does 
not represent equal rights to all. Years 
ago complaint was made by the Ameri- 
can people of a foreign power bccauac of 
"taxation 
without 
representation." 


There is a similar cry heard today. Is 
it not a just one? 


Whoni women have been given the 


right of suffrage, it bus never been re- 
gretted. Tho main good which has re- 
sulted is the nlovalion of politics. When

A few months ago Tin: RKPURUCAX 


succeeded in exciting considerable de- 
rision among its esteemed Democratic 
and Populist contemporaries by stntinji 
that the rapid change of sentiment 
among the Kepublican leaders and the 
press of the East gave tlie assurance 
that the party would stand on a strong 
silver platform in 1898. The esteemed 
contemporaries pointed derisively to the 
Kepublican votes cast in congress for 
the repeal of the Sherman act, and 
politely suggested that this paper was 
talking merely for the pleasure of listen- 
ing to the melody of its own voice. 


They bad evidently failed to make a 


note of the radical change of utterance 
on thin question by some of tbe leading 
and most influential journals of the 
country, and the position taken by sucb 
Republicans as Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania and others who had been 
counted as adherents of the single gold 
standard. 


Perhaps when they read tbe interview 


with Tom Heed—tbe original "Czar" 
and present Republican leader in the 
house—which will appear in the current 
number of the Ixmdon Fortnightly Re- 
view, they may be willing to concede 
the probability that THK T-KiTiturAS 
was not altogether wild in its predic- 
tions. It is reported from London that 
Mr. Reed not only declares that the 
time has come when the Republican 
party will have to stand for the cause of 
silver, but that the tariff and silver will 
have to be considered as one issue. 


Tom Reed lias been considered one of 


the strongest and ablcat opponents of 
silver in the Republican party, and be 
practically admits a change of opinion 
on that question when he cays that 
4<one thing I have learned since the ces- 
sation of eilver purchase last year—tliat 
cheap ei.rcr ie an effective stimulus to 
Asiatic exports, and this being tbe case, 
we have got to consider silver and the 
tariff, not as two issues, but as one." 


THE REPUHI.ICAN is not at all surprised 


that Mr. Reed has discovered the neces- 
sity for the use of silver as a money by 
this government, its surprise pertaining 
entirely to the fact that he lias not sooner 
reached that conclusion. 


Mr. Reed does not mince matters be- 


cause he is speaking through an English 
journal to an English audience, hut 
throws down the gauntlet in this em- 
phatic manner:
